Individualism and War 


Deploring the lukewarmness of the American people in regard to the 


war, General Pershing at Paris, said: 
orm 
‘•Every man, woman and child should support the adm inistration to arm 
and equip th e A m erican arm y and to keep up its m orale and that of the 
allied a rm ies. 
This war will not be won by talk or by subscribing to the 
Red Cross. 
The A m erican people m u st com e to a full realization ut wha 
the w ar m eans. 
It can be won only by striking hard and forceful blows, 


not otherw ise. ^ ^ 
Qne rea] rea8Qn for the lukew arm ness of which the 


general complains, and that is the growth of individualism in this country 
to an extent that has alm ost killed patriotic sentim ents in the human breast. 
T his individualism was given expression in the claims for exemption before 
the local board and every other local board in the I ’nited States in the pas 
two w eeks. 
When we get right down underneath the skin and prod out the 
real reason for the claim s for exemption, we find th a t love of self is 
supreme to love of country and love of God. 
This individualism has 
blinded the individuals to the great cause, the principle for which the wor < 
is now fighting against the most terrible force of oppression th at has ever 
been developed in the world, German m ilitarism and $11 th at it implies. 
W hat does German m ilitarism imply? 
The Hon. Lloyd George, the 
great B ritish statesm an, in an address at Glasgow on June 29, closed with 
these rem arks: “My appeal to the people of this country, and, if my appeal 
can reach beyond it, is this—that we should continue to fight for the great 
goal of international right and international justice, so th at NEVER AGAL 
shall brute force sit on the throne of justice, nor barbaric strength wield 
the sceptre of rig h t/' 
T hat is German m ilitarism , brute force and barbaric 
strength. 
It has been the German record in this war. 
One can never con­ 
ceive in its entirety the horrors the Germ ans have added to even modern 
w arfare, made as hum ane as possible, by reading even those accounts of 
the first three m onths of the occupation of Belgium when people were shot 
down w ithout excuse, or with the m anufactured excuse th at the civilian 
population had fired on the soldiers, when as a m atter of fact the first and 
inciting shots had been fired by the soldiers them selves; when homes were 
destroyed by fire and explosion, women and girls carried into horrible cap­ 
tivity or m altreated by brute soldiers in their own homes. 
The Germans 
have publicly declared treaties but “scraps of paper." 
H enry Cheron, ,n the 
French senate in March, recounted the devastation com m itted by the Ger­ 
mans in their retreat from a part of northern France when the whole 
country was laid waste. 
This was contrary to the articles signed by the 
Germ ans and other powers at The Hague. 
Mr. Cheron goes on to say: 
“W hat respect have the Germans shown for this international treat) . 
Like all the rest, it was for them nothing but a scrap of paper. 
They have 
tram pled upGn it so ruthlessly th at we should have to go back to the prim i­ 
tive ages, to the m ost barbarous epochs of rem ote history, to tind parallels 
for their acts of vandalism and bestial ferocity, parallels which even then 
fall far short of the acts to which we can bear w itness.’’ 
Advocating th at those individuals who perpetrated the hideous crim es 
were guilty before the civil law and should be punished thereby, Mr. Cheron 
says: 
“Do you know how they show their regret for their crim es? 
One of our 
honorable colleagues, M. Ordinaire, recently read this sentence in the 
Vossische Zeitung: ‘Our troops are full of joy, the jo y of having done evil 
to others.’ 
In this phrase we taOre the whole German m entality. 
Then he hits at those who complain of war taxes and sacrifices and in­ 
conveniences in this way: 
“No one whose family and home are intact baB a right to m urm ur at 
the petty inconveniences caused by the war, when others, who have teen 
their houses destroyed and their wives and daughters carried away into 
captivity, have borne their trial valiantly and without .ainting. 
“Moreover, and I will conclude with these words, if there should ever 
be one amongst us who could believe in the belated, hypocritical, and solf- 
seeking repentance of those who have violated every treaty and every prom­ 
ise—nay, more, if, after the war there should be any h earts so weak as to 


f o r g e t that HATRED OF GERMANY IS HENCEFORTH THE MOST SA­ 
CRED OF DUTIES, the m ost elem entary homage we can pay to humanity, 
then we shall be there, to evoke the spectacle of the women and children 
of northern France, led into captivity across the devastated roads and fields 
of their country, and to say: 
“This is w hat they would have done to the 
whole of France if they could.’ " 
Reno Viviani, m inister of justice and a mem ber of the mission which 
came to the United States, in the sam e debate, made this rem ark: 
“I have listened to this im pressive speech, a speech as im placable as 
the indictment of a public prosecutor. 
These thefts, rapines, outrages, 
arsons, murders and m assacres are not m erely, gentlem en, as has been so 
justly rem arked, offences against public law and attacks upon international 
honor; they are crim es in common law, recognized by the penal code of all 
civilized countries, and they m ust be m et by precise and adequate evidence, 
as the prelim inary to and foundation for the verdict of history 
“The crim es them selves are the outcome of th a t DEFECTIVE PSY­ 
CHOLOGY which in tim es past, as at present, HAS ALWAYS IMPAIRED 
’H E /GERMAN INTELLECT. 
lo u r enemies believe that by terrorizing the world they will subdue 
tm their will. 
True, gentlemen, our consciences recoil before such an 
Jm ulation of crimes, but our souls are unshakable. 
Surely it is <i small 
fg th at they should rem ain as steadfast as those of our unhappy fellow- 
.A ie ns who have been reduced to the status of subjects, 
. 
. 
. 
have been 
atched and spied upon daily, yet rem ained indom itable, and received our 
berating arm y with outstretched handB and dauntless hearts. 
We salute 
hem in the m isery they have so heroically borne for their country. 
“Our souls will rem ain unshakeable, and we shall endure to the end. 
tut, gentlem en, if we are to go on to the end, we m ust conquer. 
We shall 
o on to victory; for in victory alone is chastisem ent possible, and it is by 
he m ilitary force of France and of her allies that we shall obtain repara- 


ion.” 
The Hon. Lloyd George, in his Glasgow speech, sum m arizes all that 
las happened th at indicates the brute force and barbaric strength of tho 
lem m as and their allies and what they would do with it if perm itted to be 
lctorlous in this war: 
“W hat would have happened if we had not peen 
eady, if we had not had this great arm y prepared, if we had not possessed 
uch enorm ous equipm ent? 
I tell you w hat would have happened. 
Ger- 
iiany would have concentrated one desperate effort to overwhelm L ee 
lemocracy in France w hilst Russia was engaged in the troubles of her 
evolution, and w hilst the new democracy was arising in the east the old 
lem ocracy in the west, the great old democracy of France, would have l / en 
Dangled. 
How long do you think the new democracy, the new democracy 
if the east, would have survived it? 
Not long. 
And you would have had 
►ne great outstanding m ilitary autocracy in Europe governing from the east 
o the west, and only these little islands standing between the world and 
lisaster.” 
Hence, this is not a war for capital, for if it were, capital would be on 
he side of the Germans. 
It is not a war for territory, except upon the part 
if the G erm ans who hoped to gain greater power and wider fields in which 
o wield brute force and barbar!* strength. 
It Is not a war for the peace 
md contentm ent of the present generation, but the success of th*- allies will 
nean peace and contentm ent for generations yet to come. 
H ear w hat Lloyd 
Jeorge says on this: 
“In pursuing this conflict we m ust think not merely of the present but 
if the Fl'T U R E OF TH E WORLD. 
We are settling questions which will 
affect the lives of people not merely in this generation, but FOR COUNT­ 
LESS GENERATIONS TO COME. 
In France last year I went along the 
Ereuch front, and I met one of the finest generals in the French arm y, Gen­ 
eral Gouroud, and he said, ‘One of my soldiers a few days ago did one of 
the most gallant and daring tilings any soldier )ihs ever done, 
it was rec k- 
less, but he managed to come back alive, and someone said to him, ‘Why 
did you do th at? 
You have got four children, and you m ight have left it 
to one of the young fellows In the army. 
W hat would have happened to 
pour children?* 
And his answ er was, ‘It was for them I did it.' 
“This war Involves issues upon which will depend the lives of our 
children and our children’s children. 
Sometimes in the course of hum an 
events challenges are hurled from the unknown am ongst the sons *nd 
lau g hters of men. 
Upon the answ er which is given to these challenges, and 
jpon the heroism with which the answ er is sustained, depends the question 
w hether tim world would lie better or w hether the world would be worse for 
iges to come. 
These ehailengi s end in terrible conflicts which bring 
w retchedness, misery, bloodshed, m artyrdom in all its m yriad form s to the 
vorld, and if you look at the pages of history these conflicts stand out like 
;reut m ountain lunges, such as you have in Scotland 
scenes of d* strut- 
ion, of vast conflicts, scarred by the volcanoes which threw them up aud 
taw ing blessings from the heavens that fertilize Hie valleys aud the pieing 
erennially far beyond the horizon of the highest peaks. 
Now we are 
iced with the greatest and grim m est struggle ol all—liberty, equality, 
-atom ity, not am ongst m ea but amongst nations; great, yea, sm all; power- 
ii yea. w eak, exalted, yea, hum blest; Germany yea, Belgium; Austria, yea, 


Serbia—equality, fraternity amongst peoples as wejl as amongst men. That 
is the challenge which has been throw n to us.” 
Here we have the picture: 
The one chance in two thousand ysars to 
fight for the liberation of overs billion people from brute force and barbaric 
strength, the people of the world; on the other hand, a few thousand who 
slink behind slim excuses to get out of that service the greatest for man­ 
kind that was ever offered, because they cannot as mothers, wives, sons, 
husbands, fathers or other close relatives or friends bring themselves to 
realize that the love of country is next to love of God, and personal, Indi­ 
vidual love at such times becomes selfish and almost sordid.

D. C., Aug. 21.—Plans 
have been made to expand Im m ediate­ 
ly the co-operative extension work of 
the U nited States departm ent of agri­ 
culture and the state agricultural col­ 
leges, by a large increase in the num ­ 
ber of county agricultural agents and 
home dem onstration agents. 
Women 
agents will be placed for the first tim e 
in the larger tow ns and cities. 
More 
or less technical training in agricul­ 
tu re and home econom ics will be rn 
quired in this service, 
'/h e 
appoint­ 
m ents are to be m ade on the recom ­ 
m endation of the director cf extension 
work a t the state college. 
Approx! 
m ately I IOO men agents aud 500 wom­ 
en agents are a t 
present 
employed. 
The plans form ulated contem plate the 
extension of the men county 
agent 
work to all the rural counties of the 
union in which there is a need for the 
w ork and the placing of an additional 
agent in some of the larger counties 
already organized. 
They also contem ­ 
plate a considerable increase in tile 
num ber of women agents engaged in 
extension activities. 
The num ber to 
be employed will depend 
upon 
the 
num ber of trained me nand women 
available. 
Proved ability In leader­ 
ship as well as technical training will 
be required. 
T he use of city agents in the conduct 
of the extension work of the depart­ 
m ent is a new d eparture made desir­ 
able by the im portance attached in the 
present food crisis of the world to the 
conservation and efficient utilization 
of foods. The city dem onstration work 
will be carried on by women agents 
who will work in co-operation with the 


existing organizations it women. 
The aim of the extension work is to 
carry directly to as many people 
as 
possible inform ation 
In 
regard 
to 
proved m ethods of agricultural produc­ 
tion and home economies. 
Economy 
in the purchase and use of food, and 
m ethods of food conservation by can­ 
ning, drying, etc., will be emphasized. 
The m en county agents are concerned 
chiefly with agricultural 
production 
while the women are employed in dom 
onstration work in hom e economics:. 
W ith funds furnished in the 
food 
production bill the states relation serv­ 
ice also will seek greatly to enlarge 
the enrollm ent of young people ,n the 
boys’ and g irls’ clubs which are de­ 
voted to increasing agricultural pro­ 
duction and conserving the food rip p ly 
through canning, drying and 
other 
m eans. 
The service also will work out prob­ 
lem s In the efficient utilization of vari­ 
ous foods and will ald Institutions de­ 
voted to agricultural education to plan 
and conduct courses of Instruction es­ 
pecially suited to the present 
em er­ 
gency.
